BACK TO LIFE 

Father’s Last Loving Rite Re^ 
stores Child Believed to 
Be Dead. 

Wilkes-Barre, Pa.—Little four-yeap- 
old Laverne Scattergood was pro¬ 
nounced dead. Her father and mother 
were heartbroken and the attending 
nurse went about the task of getting 
the death robes ready and preparing 
the body for the undertaker. 

E. A. Scattergood, the father, en¬ 
tered the room with tears streaming 
from his eyes. He had been accus¬ 
tomed to rocking baby every night, 
and he decided to take the little one

In his arms for the last time. He 
rocked and cried while the nurse went 
on with her work. Suddenly there 
came a scream from the father, and 
the nurse hurried to him. 

“She Is living,” he said; "she Is liv¬ 
ing, and I know It,” 

The nurse thought she saw signs of 
life. Baby was placed In her bed. hot 
water bottles were iippliod, and violent 
rubbing started the circulation. When 
the doctor arrived the baby was very 
much alive. 

All that happened a few days ago. 
Now little Laverne Is Improving and 
the doctor expects her to recover from 
pneumonia. 

“All the time she was sick,” said 
the father, “I thought that If I could 
rock her as I did every night she 
would get better. When they said she 
was dead, I believed It. But I decided- 
to rock her just once more, and maybe 
I am not glad that I decided to.”

2. Know the composition and his¬ 
tory of the national flag and the cus¬ 
tomary forms of respect due to it. 

3. Tie the following knots: square 
or reef sheet-bend, bowline, fisher¬ 
man’s, sheep-shank, slip, clove hitch, 
timber hitch, or two half hitches. 

He then takes the Scout oath, is 
enrolled as a tenderfoot and is en*- 
titled to wear the tenderfoot badge.

“The one essential thing Is that 
America should stay to finish the Job. 
If she doesn't we ma have anarchy 
and Bolshevism from Kamchatka to 
Land’s End.” 

Slmonds Is on the job and knows.

The California State Conference of 
Social Agencies, which will meet at 
San Jose, April 22-26, is to have sec¬ 
tions on all phases of social work. 
One may choose as many as he is 
interested In. ,The mornings and 
afternoons will be divided Into four 
or five sections and in the evenings 
all sections will unite In a general 
meeting, when speakers of national 
and international reputation will 
speak. 

Paul Kellogg, the editor of the 
“Survey,” said to be the man In 
closest touch with every phase of so¬ 
cial work, will speak, as well as Will 
Irwin, Edward Devine and others of 
equal note. 

The Red Cross will have several 
sections. One is to be devoted to home 
service. There will be papers on 
how far home service depends on ex¬ 
isting agencies and how it can be sup¬ 
plemented by such agencies. There 
will be public health, chambers of 
commerce and their relation to social 
and educational agencies, employment 
management, and many others. There 
will be interesting discussions of 
courts and rehabilitation. 

Another section is to be devoted to 
a discussion of welfare work in stores 
and industries; this we know is be¬ 
ing done along many lines of work 
by far-seeing employers.
